A door relief distributed by the Dublin 
Union Committee ought to be felling durin 
the summer, a further increase was repo 

at yesterday's meeting of the Committee. 

A steady increase in the expenditure over 
that for the corresponding period of last year 
has been noted weekly for some time past, and 
last. week £3,715 12s. 6d. was paid out in 
relief, in money and kind, the pecuniary relief 
showing an increase of £647 17s. as compared 
with the same week last year. 

In able-bodied-relief the increase over the 
correspondihg week in 1930 was £459 10s. 

SERIOUS STATE OF AFFAIRS. 

Commenting on the figures—which were re- 
vealed in a re by Supervisors Conway and 
Healy—Mr. Shiel said that they indicated a 
very seriows state of affairs of which the 
public should be made aware. There was, he 
said, an increase in relief for the city and 
newly-added areas of over £33,000 a year. 

ese were the facts which they had to face. 

The Chairman (Mr. P. J. Medlar)—Is there 
no chance of getting another relief scheme? 
I know there is a large percentage anxious for 
work if they could get it. 

Mr. Shiel—This matter of the increase in 
relief should be officially notified by this 
Committee to the Corporation. It is still 
growing in spite of all our efforts. The Cor- 
poration should be able to carry out some 
relief scheme. If they do not, they will be 
up against an increase of 44d. in the rates 
next year. At the present rate of progress, it 
might be the best part of a shilling. 

Alderman Lawlor said that the existing 
Government grants afforded virtually no re- 
lief. Could not money be provided to start 
some scheme of work? If ple were able 
to obtain work, tehy meal eet be on the 
relief list. 

“ FREE UNEMPLOYMENT RELIEF 
SYSTEM.” 

Mr. Shiel said that it was perfectly plain 
that that institution was becoming a free 
unemployment relief system, with no contri- 
butions paid except those paid by the unfor- 
tunate ratepayers. The sooner the responsible 
authorities realised that the better, or they 
we wake up to it when it was too late. 

he Chairman said he thought that they 
ought to make representations in the matter. 

Alderman Lawlor said that it was a matter 
entirely for the Government. 

Eventually it was decided that the Com- 
mittee should communicate with the City 
Manager and the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment and Public Health in the matter.

QUESTION OF GAMING 


ACT RAISED. 
i ó mswcKKrisce 
(QEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH. 


Whether the Act legalising sweepstakes in 
the Irish Free State covers sub-contracts for 
the sale of sweepstake tickets was raised in 
an application which was made in a case of 
Joseph Baskin, of 356 Walter street, Hightown, 
Manchester, against Harry Leatherman, of 
Sovran Mill, aradise row, Greengate, Sal- 
ford, and 24 Elton street, Lower, Broughton, 
Salford, England; the Committee in charge 
of the Irish Hospitals sweepstake prize 
money, and others. 

Mr. Maurice Walker (instructed by Messrs. 
ne age Kelly, and Armstrong), on behalf 
of the plaintiff, asked for liberty to serve a 
concurrent summons out of the jurisdiction 
on the defendant, Harry Leatherman. He 
said that this was another sweepstake case, 
in which the plaintiff claimed that he owned 
a half-share in a ticket, the nominal owner 
of which was the first-named defendant. 

Mr. Justice Merédith said that he had 
raised the question of the Gaming Act in the 
Scala case, and that was a point that the 
Court was bound to take notice of. The Act 
authorising the sweepstakes legalised certain 
things, but that did not necessarily mean that 
every sub-contract for the purchase of a 
ticket would be lawful under the Act, and 
Mr. Walker would have to argue that point. 

Mr. Walker said that he understood that 
that question would be raised in a test case. 
The present application was only for liberty 
to serve the summons out of the jurisdiction. 

Mr. Justice hE RNS £7 85. the sum- 
mons you want tc issue out of the jurisdiction 
is served and the question of the Gaming Act 
arises ? 

Mr. Walker—In all these cases, every one 
of the contracts, so far as the law of England 
is concerned, is illegal. This—I make no 
secret of it—is an English contract, but I am 
only asking for liberty to serve this defendant 
by virtue of the fact that I am applying for 
an injunction against defendants in this 
country. 

Mr. Justice Meredith—That is the very 
point I am raising. You are moving for an 
injunction, but suppose I would not think of 
granting an injunction until you got over the 
question of the Gaming Act 

Mr. Walker—This is a matter of extreme 
urgency, because the money is being distri- 
buted. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that Mr. Walker 
could bring his application before him next 
morning, and, in the meanwhile, he could 
took into this point about the Gaming Act. 
and argue the question whether such a case as 
this was covered by the provisions of the Act 
legalising sweepstakes.

THE INTENTION OF ERASMUS 
SMITH.

Mr. Jellett concluded his argument in 
favour of ‘the plaintiffs, that the object of 
the trusts was to propagate the Protestant 
faith and to provide for the education and 
advancement of Protestants, his opening 
statement having occupied five days. 

Professor Walter A. Phillips, Lecky Pro- 
fessor of History, Trinity College, Dublin, 
was then examined, and gave evidence re- 
garding what he had studied in relation to 
the ideas of the early reformers with regard 
to the Church. The term “ Protestant," he 
said, was a term that in those days covered 
various shades of reformers. He gave de- 
finitions of ‘‘ the Catholic or Universal 
Church ” from the various catechisms, from 
which he quoted, and dealt with differences 
amongst Evangelical Protestants in the middle 
of the seventeenth century. 

The hearing of the evidence had not con- 
cluded when the Court adjourned until to- 
day.

CONVICTION QUASHED. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR.

Thomas McMahon applied for leave to ap- 
peal from his conviction at the Central 
Criminal Court on the 5th of last May, and

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DELAY IN PAYMENT OF 
ACCOUNTS. 
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In Dail Eireann yesterday 

Mr. BRISCOE (F.F., Dublin, 8S.) asked the 
Minister for Finance if he had received any 
demand from the Electricity Supply Board 
for any part of the sum of £46,302 ani 
£596,512, balances authorised to be paid to 
the Board under Sections 12 (2) and 12 (3) 
of the Electricity Supply Act, 1927. i 

President CO RAVE, who replied, said 
that demands had been received from the 
E.S.B. for advances under the sections named, 
but, as those demands were inconsistent with 
the agreement as to the interpretation to be 
placed on Section 12 of the Act, they had 
not been acceded to. 

Mr. BRISCOE said that serious complaints 
had been made by traders over the delay in 
the payment of their accounts by the E.S.B., 
on the plea that the E.S.B. had not the 
money. 

President COSGRAVE—What has 
got to do with this question ? 

Mr. BRISCOE said that he had embodied 
that matter in his original question. The 
Speaker ruled it out, but informed him that 
he could raise it by way of a supplementary 
question. 

The Speaker said thaé the President had 
got nothing to do with the alleged com- 
plaints. 

President COSGRAVE said that he did not 
propose to answer the Deputy’s supple- 
mentary question, 

Mr. BRISCOE asked if the E.S.B. made 
the case that they would pay the traders if 
the Minister would give them the money to 
do it. There was, he said, every reason whv 
the President should make the money 
available. 

Mr. LEMASS—How can the Board pav 
their accounts if thew da not cet the funds? 

President COSGRAVE said that when the 
necessary particulars were furnished, the 
situation would be dealt with in a proper 
way. 

Dr. RYAN—And we always honour our 
bonds. 

President COSGRAVE—Yes. 

Mr, LEMASS asked if authority was not 
given to pay that money by an Act of the 
Cireachtas. 

President COSGRAVE—Is the deputy per- 
fectly aware of that? 

Mr. LEMASS—Yes. 

Mr. BRISCOE again rose to speak when 
the President remarked—The deputy is 
getting a very cheap advertisement for 
nothing. 

Mr. BRISCOE said that several traders had 
written to him on the subject. 

President COSGRAVE—<Advise those 
traders to write to me if they want to get 
paid. It is no use writing to the deputy. 


A DUN LAOGHATRE 
APPOINTMENT. 


Mr. BRISCOE asked the Minister for 
Local Government if he had sanctioned the 
appointment of a Chief Sanitary Officer for 
the Dun Laoghtire Coastal Bo.ough, and if 
that officer owned tenement property in the 
area over which he would have to act as 
sanitary officer, and whether or not the 
Minister would withhold sanction to the 
appointment. 

Mr. FitzGERALD KENNEY, in reply, said 
that if the deputy referred to the appoint- 
ment as veterinary inspector of an officer 
who was acting as such to the Urban District 
before its amalgamation, he had nothing to 
add to the infromation already conveyed to 
the deputy in conrrespondence. The appoint- 
ment was not that of a chief sanitary officer. 

Mr. BRISCOE said that there was an error 
in the correspondence. The gentleman con- 
cerned had now been appointed, with the 
additional duty of chief sanitary officer. 

The Minister said that the appointment was 
not subject to Ministerial sanction.

RAILWAY SHOPS.

““negro ” or ‘‘negress’’ with or without 
the capital letter irritates them very much. 
They say that there is as little reason for 
writing “negro” as there would be for 
writing “‘english”’ or “ german.” 

The leading negro weekly of Harlem, 
that section of New York where most of 
the coloured population live, instructs its 
staff, when writing of the race, to make 
the following distinction:—‘‘ When it 1s 
necessary, or. when use makes for clear- 
mess, the word ‘Negro’ is to be used 
in referring to the attainments of the 
race, and it should always be capitalised. 
In reports dealing with crime, however, 
or anything calculated to cast discredit 
on the race, the word ‘coloured’ is fo 
be used.” 

The leading negro newspaper in Chicago 
has coined a term of its own for use in 
referring to coloured people. This paper 
always refers to its public as “ race per- 
sons,’’ a term neither neat nor distinc- 
tive.

A Literary Gradition. 


Those who have read the text of the 
present Pope’s Encyclicals need not marvel 
at their literary tone, since Pope Pius XI. 
comes of a family well known in Italian 
literature. He himself is the author of 
many authoritative works on subjects of 
history and paleography, and of one slim 
and very readable volume of articles, that 
appeared in the Rivista and the Bollettino 
of the Italian Alpine Club, on the subject 
of his Alpine climbs. 

The Pope’s family have been connected 
with literature for more than two centuries, 
and the first of its members to win fame 
in the arena of letters was Giulio Cesare 
Ratti, who had published in Milan a life 
of St. Francis Borgia as early as 1671. 
Between the years 1766 and 1781 Carlo 
Giuseppe Ratti published several works on 
painting, sculpture and architecture, and 
a decade later Nicola Ratti proved himself 
a worthy successor of Giulio with a well- 
written history of the Sforza family. In 
the beginning of the last century Giovanni 
Maria Ratti had one of his several works 
translated into English. 

A little later Vincenzio Ratti, a 
journalist, was editor of the Cottidiano 
@’Arti in 1869 and of the Corriere 
Astiwiano from 1871 until 1876. 
Vincenzio was also author of several 
books and plays. Luigi Ratti, a dis- 
tinguished lawyer of Lombardy, achieved 
fame as a dramatist and writer of opera 
libretti, one of which was based upon 
Shakespeare’s ‘‘Much Ado About Nothing.” 
When we turn from Cosmo Ratti, who 
published a book in 1887, the twentieth 
century reveals Signor F. V. Ratti, who, 
in 1915, published a war book dealing with 
Italy’s problems in the Adriatic and 
‘Albania.

seventy years of age. 


I see that the heaviest inhabitant of 
Germany, Robert Rogendorf, has passed 
away at the age of forty-seven. Robert, 
who weighed 384 stone, made his living 
by exhibiting himself as a curiosity, and 
was obliged to travel from place to place 
in a specially designed motor van, because 
no railway or omnibus company would 
accept him as a passenger. 

It is unusual for an abnormally stout 
man to live to such a comparatively ad- 
vanced age on account of the strain 
imposed on the internal organs. Daniel 
Lambert, of Leicester, reputed to have | 
been the heaviest man that. ever lived, 
died in 1809, aged thirty-nine, “at the 
advanced weight of fiftv-two stone.” An 
extract from one of his exhibition bills 
in 1806 states—‘‘ Mr. JFambert will] see 
company at his house, No. 53 Piccadilly, 
near Alkhany, from 11 to 5 o'clock. Tickets 
of Admission, One Shilling each.’’ Lam- 
bert was buried in St. Martin’s Church- 
yard, and special arrangements had to be 
made fr lowering his colossal coffin into 
the grave. 

Another heavy man of the same period 
was ‘‘the great Mr. Bright,’’ who 
weighed 44 stone. Bright, who was a 
grocer at Maldon, in Essex, came of a 
family noted for their great size. After 
his death, at the age of thirty, it 1s 
related that seven ordinary men, every 
one twettv-one years of age. were buttoned 
in his waistcoat as the result of a wager.

The bishop- | 
elect made his declaration of obedience to 
the Archbishop, after which the Archbishop 
put to him the usual questions of examina- 
tion, 

Prayers followed, and during the singing 
of the anthem, ‘‘O, Holy Ghost, into our 
Minds,” the bishop-elect, who was partially 
robed, put on the rest of the episcopal 
habit. The choir and congregation then 
sang the hymn “ Vent Creator,”’ after which 
followed prayers led by the Archbishop, and 
the laying on of hands by the Archbishop 
and bishops.

Holy Communion Service followed, there 
being a very large number of communicants.

Joshua’s genius had been trained, 
his talents developed, his sterling character 
forged in the brickfields of Egypt, at the 
Red Sea, in the wilderness, at Arron and 
Jabbot, on momentous occasions and mis- 
sions as Moses’s minister. He had been fully 
tried and proved. He was one of the Old 
Testament characters, against whose name 
there was no reproach. He stood forth as 
a godly leader, reverent in spirit, yet full 
of practical energy, blameless and fearless, 
gentle and resolut#, tender and strong, walk- 
ing with God, and spending a long life in 
unselfish devotion to the cause of the people 
of God. 

All these characteristics were strikingly 
manifested in the man whom God had called 
that day to the highest office in their Church.

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SALMON AND POACHERS. i 
TO TE EDITCR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srr,—I have read with interest ‘‘S.P’s” 
letter about net poaching in your paper of 
the 18th June. Probably fishery owners and | 
sportsmen do not realise how large a number 
of our Irish salmon are taken by poachers. 
In 1927 there were put on rail packages of 
salmon weighing 57,192 ewts. If a deduction 
of one-third is made tor weight of packing, 
there were 38,128 cwts. of salmon put on raul 
in that year. The /rish Trade Journal ot 
February, 1930, shows that 31,457 cwis. of 
salmon and sea trout were taken in 1927. This 
discrepancy indicates that 6,671 cwts. ol 
salmon, or 62,000 salmon of an average weignt 
of 12lbs., were poached in that year. The 
trade statistics of the Irish Free State show 
that 35.592 ewts. of salmon were exported in 
1927. Deducting the Zrade Journal 
given above—31.457 cwts.—we find a dis- 
crepancy of 4,145 cwts. The departmental 
report for 1923-25 remarks about export 
figures :—‘‘ The home consumption is not, of 
course, covered by these figures, and it as 
necessary to estimate this. The quantity of 
salmon passing through the Dublin Fish 
Market is supplied to the Department weekly, 
and it is estimated that this quantity repre- 
sents about three-fourths of the home con- 
sumption.’’ Even if the home consumption 
of salmon is totally disregarded, there is a 
discrepancy of over 11 per cent. 
It seems that these discrepancies practically

connote the quantity of poached salmon. 
Salmon vendors have to be licensed. and have 
to keep registers recording the names and 
addresses of persons from whom salmon are 
bought (Sec. 22 of the Fisheries Act, 1925);

stations where salmon are put on rail. 
sequently, persons suspected of poaching can 
be marked down, and, if they continue to 
poach, can be apprehended. 

Fishery owners and sportsmen might ex- 
plain how their profits and sport would be 
affected by having about 21 per cent. more 
salmon to catch. I would suggest that these 
matters should be brought to the notice ot 
the nearest sergeants of that admirable body,

From Our AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 
CORK, Wednesday. 
Society is 


HE Munster Agricultural 

T rapidly making progress, and may 

already be congratulated on the 
success of its annual summer Show, which 
opened to-day. Taking every department 
into account, the Society has a catalogue 
containing no fewer than 1,750 entries. To 
this has to be added the entries in the 
jumping competitions, and if one wished to 
swell the figure substantially the display in | 
the Arts and Crafts competitions, promoted 
by a separate organisation. 

Since last year’s show considerable im- 
provements have been made in the Society s 
premises. Thé hall in which so many of the 
trade exhibits are displayed has been im- 
roved beyond recognition by suitable floor- 
ing material and better lighting, as well as 
other details, while the comfort of the public 
is further ensured by concrete roads and 
paths, which have been laid down to the 
extent of 1,086 lineal feet. Machinery and 
trade exhibits occupy a space of 70,000 
square feet in all parts of the ground, while 
an important addition is the hall which has 
been erected in the machinery paddock, and 
in which the Department of Agriculture and 
the County Committee of Agriculture have 
combined to stage a most effective educa- 
tional exhibit. This includes the impressive 
and picturesque trade and national exhibits 
shown on behalf of the Irish Free State at 
the World’s Poultry Congress, Crystal 
Palace, London, last year. It almost com- 
pletely dwarfs other sections of this exhibit, 
comprising a display of non-slipping horse- 
shoes—which were examined with much in- 
terest—a collection of different varieties of 
potatoes, and an instructive demonstration 
in home seed-testing. 

As I went through the buildings and 
grounds I gathered the impression that this 
even is becoming more and more a horse show. 
This idea is supported by the fact that entries 
in the section for made hunters are better 
than last year, although those for young 
horses are weaker, doubtless because of the 
depression in trade. Cattle generally are 
good, especially among the beef and dairy 
shorthorns, while pigs and sheep alike are 
also good. Dogs brought together an entry 
of 516, and made a good turn-out. 

The general arrangements never worked 
more satisfactorily, and on this factor the 
hard-working Secretary, Mr. J. J. Byrne, 
deserves special mention. The show had the 
advantage of good weather, and was well 
attended.

The Chinese Revolt. 


The jarring sects of China are separated 
by a gradually widening breach. Canton, 
where the revolutionary Government is 
housed, has shown no inclination to come 
to terms with Nanking, and its resources 
are increasing day by day. It now claims 
to have seized the Customs surplus in all 
the ports, and by this means to have 
swollen its monthly revenue by 2,000,000 
dollars. Delay seems to serve the seceders’ 
purpose, and it is remarkable that Chianz 
Kai-shek, the National President at 
Nanking, has made no effort to quell the 
revolt before its resources have become 
really formidable. Nobody professes to 
know why he delays; for manifestly the 
first blow must come from him. Nanking 
has refused hitherto to take the Cantonese 
revolt very seriously, and Chiang himself 
has left the door to a reconciliation open 
ever since trouble began. Hence, argues 
the Correspondent of The Times in China, 
we may presume that unseen difficulties 
are involved which make the Government 
reluctant to try conclusions by force. The 
internal affairs of the Nanking Govern: 
ment are strangely complicated. It is a 
Committee Government, which, broadly, 
represents the Kuomintang, or Nationalist 
Party; and the Kuomintang’s policies 
represent the teachings of Sun Yat-sen, 
the builder of modern China. The charge

disregarded those policies, and is taking 
steps to establish a sort of dictatorship 
for himself. . Early last month there ap- 
peared a draft Provisional Constitution for 
China.

A New “ Record.” 


The North Atlantic flying season has 
made an excellent start, and a new 
‘“ record ” has been established in speed 
of flight between the two hemispheres. On 
Tuesday evening Messrs. Wiiey Post (who 
is described as an Oklahoma Indian) and 
Harold Gatty set forth from Harbour 
Grace, Newfoundland, with the ambitious 
purpose to fly around the world. They 
made a fine crossing of the Atlantic, and, 
takipg Ireland in their stride, dropped 
nah the zenith, at 12.45 p.m. yesterday, 
upon th» Royal Air Force aerodrome at 
Sealand, near Chester. The distance of 
2.200 miles had been covered in less than 
fifteen hours—thrce hours letter than 
their hopes. Refusing, like the hero of 
‘‘ Excelsior,’’ to be delayed by the warm 
hospitality of the Royal Air Force, the 
intrepid and tireless Americans made a 
hasty lunch, re-fuelled their aeroplane, 
and, almost within an hour, started for 
Berlin, where they arrived yesterday 
evening, ria Hanover. They propose, if 
their good fortune holds, to fly thence 
to Moscow, and so, by way of the North 
Pacific, Alaska and Canada, back to the 
United States. For their task of circum- 
navigation—or circumvolation—they have 
allotted themselves a period of ten days. 
If they succeed, they will have halved the 
previous record,’’ made by the Graf 
Zeppelin, and will have caused the eighty 
days’ ‘‘recor1’’ of Jules Verne’s travellers 
—a daring fantasy when he invented it— 
to look, in their native phrase, “ as cheap 
as two cents.’’ Messrs. Post and Gatty 
will have everybody’s best wishes upon their 
tremendous adventure. The latest triumph 
of long-distance flying is announced in dis 
concerting contrast with the news that, as 
a measure of economy. the Government of 
India h-s stopped all expenditure on civil 
aviation in that country. The order 
involves the closing of meteorological and 
wireless stations, and thus threatens the 
continuance of the mail service from 
Karachi. Since India cannot refuse 
minimum facilities to British, French and 
Dutch air transport companies, it is 
almost certain that this decision must be 
mod ified.

The French reply to President Hoover's 
gs em was handed to the United States 
Ambassador by the Prime Minister (M. 
Laval) this afternoon. They then dis- 
cussed the situation for half an hour. 
While it is understood that the French 
Government regards the reply as an 
acceptance, it remains to be seen whether 
Mr. Hoover will regard it in that light, 
in view of American insiztence on a plain 
“ves’’ or “no,” with no conditions 
attached. The text of the Note will not 
be made known until the American 
Government has had time to take 
cognizance of it. 

There is excellent reason to believe that 
one of the points which France will bring 
out, either in her reply or else in the 
form of a verbal memorandum, trans- 
mitted by the French Ambassador in 
Washington, is that it would be more 
profitable to her for Germany to demand 
a postponement of the conditional pay- 
ménts under the provisions of the Young 
Plan rather than for France to subscribe 
to the Hoover moratorium scheme. 


OFFICIAL VIEW. 

An apparently inspired statement, 
ging what may be regarded as the 
oficial view, was published this evening. 

It is explained that if Germany takes 
advantage of the Young Plan to demand 
deferment of conditional payments | 

1—France would, in any case, réceive 
unconditional payments amounting to a 
net total of 456,000,000 reichsmarks. 

2—She would have to deposit a special 
guarantee fund of 500,000,000 reichsmarks 
with the Bank for International Settle- 
ments, from which creditors other than 
herself might be compensated on account 
pi her own larger share of the uncon- 
ditional annuities.

Moreover, if after application of the 
Hoover plan Germany then demanded a 
further postponement of payment under 
the Young Plan France would still have 
to constitute her guarantee fund. The 
application of the American formula, it 
is declared, would thus, as compared with 
what would happen if a postponement 
under the Young Plan were demanded, 
entail a defiinte loss.

SALE OF TICKETS HERE 
TLLEGAL. 


An official of the Hospitals’ Trust in 

ublin, when his attention was 
drawn to the particulars of the new 
sweepstake, as published in the Jrish 
Times yesterday, stated that it was 
a matter that did not concern them 
beyond the fact that it might interfere 
with the distribution of their sweepstake 
tickets. 

‘It is understood, however, that the 
directors of the Hospitals’ Trust have been 
aware of this new sweepstak* and have 
already taken steps to ensure that in 
the United States the tickets of the 
‘“‘ Gaedhealtachta Trust”  sweepstake 
would not be mistaken for the tickets of 
the Hospitals’ Trust sweepstake on the 
Manchester November Handicap. 

For the rest, it was pointed out, the 
whole matter is one for the consideration 
and action, if necessary, of the proper 
authorities. 


CAPITAL OF £10,000. 


The promoters of the sweepstake have 
registered a company in Dublin with a 
view to regularising their activities. This 
company, which is called the Irish Charit- 
able Trust Company, has a capital of 
£10,000, and has for its object the advance- 
ment of industrial and cultural interests 
in the Gaeltacht. It also takes powers to 
promote sweepstakes in any country in 
which such sweepstakes are permissible. 

The registered office of the Trust Com- 
pany is at 60 Upper O'Connell street, and 
the first three directors are: J. P. Healy, 
J. Quill and C. P. Kingston. 


ILLEGAL IN THE FREE 
STATE. 


Inquiries made at the Ministry of 

Justice yesterday elicited the information 
that the department was fully informed as 
to the activities of the promoters of the 
Irish Charitable ‘‘ Sweep’? in America, 
ug that every step would be taken to stop 
it. 
_ The sweepstake is, of course, absolutely 
illegal in this country ; consequently the 
sale of tickets will be prevented. The 
promoters in this country, so far as it has 
been possible to communicate with them, 
have been warned as to the illegality of the 
proceedings, and any overt act regarding 
the promotion here will be followed by 
prosecution. 

Naturally, no “ draw ” will be allowed 
to take place here. 


THE SALE OF TICKETS. 


“I had not seen a ticket until I was 
shown one by detectives who called on me 
this morning,’’ said one of the trustees of 
the ‘‘Irish Charitable Sweepstake ”' 
scheme to a representative of the 
Irish Times. 

“The sale of the tickets in this country 
would be illegal,’’ he said. ‘‘ There is no 
intention. on the part of the promoters to 
attempt it. How the police came by the 
ticket that they, showed me I do not know, 
but you may be sure that tickets for th. 
sweepstake are not offered for sale here. 
The fact that to offer them for sale would 
be illegal is fully appreciated.”

EFERENCE was made at a meeting 

of the Irish live-stock exporters and 
traders, held in Dublin last night, to the 
gravity of the situation created by the 
present hold-up of Irish live-stock. ; 

Mr. Michael Birmingham described it 
as a great menace to the principal in- 
dustry of the country. The, only redeem 
ing features were that they were free from 
foot-and-mouth disease in the Free State 
and that the veto occurred at a time 
when their shipments of cattle were not 
high. That, however, did not take away 
from the seriousness of the situation, and 
something would have to be done in the 
matter of those people who had catile 
held yp on the other side. There was no 
doubt that they would be at a big loss, 
and he thouzht that it was up to the 
mecting to consider what should be done. 
The speaker then proposed the following 
resolution : — 

“That a deputation be appointed from 
this meeting to interview the Minister for 
Agriculture for the purpose of having the 
scope of the Slaughtered Animals (Com- 
— Act, 1 extended and en- 
arged, so as to include payments in 
respect of feeding and lairage charges 
incurred by the owners of cattle, sheep or 
pigs exported from Saorstat Eireann, and 
which may be detained at a landing-place 
in Great Britain, by reason of snch 
landing-place being within a scheduled 
area imposed by the British authorities 
as the result of foot-and-mouth disease; 
or, as is the case at present, that live- 
stock detained at a British port, though 
such port may not be within a scheduled 
area; but merely the result of a general 
‘stand-still’ order of the British author- 
ties, also come within the terms of this 
resolution.’’ 

““I also propose that, when the present 
Act is amended to include such payments 
as referred to. that a retrospective clause 
will be embodied to the effect that the 
owners of live-stock at present detained 
in lairages at British ports be recouped 
for the losses they will sustain in respect 
of the extra feeding and lairage charges 
beyond the usual ten hours.” 


DEPUTATION APPOINTED. 


Mr. H. Cassidy seconded the resolution, 
which was passed, and tlie following were 
appointed to form a deputation to wait on 
the Minister for Agriculture:—Mr. John 
Cassidy, president of the Association ; Mr. 
Joseph amail vice-president; Mr

Birmingham, 

The Chairman, Mr. D. McGranaghan, 
in reply to a iember, said that four 
thousand cattle were presently held up— 
a very serious matter for their owners. 

Mr. Cuffe said that the present Free 
State Government nad not made in the 
Diseases of Animals Act, 1928, a provision 
for an outbreak of foot-and-mouth disease, 
and,. if they did get an outbreak in the 
Free State, they would have to bring in an 
emergency bill. 

The Chairman said that they were only 
asking the Government for power to collect 
the compensation fund themselves. 

On the motion of Mr. Crowley, seconded 
by Mr. Fitzgerald, it was decided to send a 


telegram to Colonel Hows. ! Bury, M.P., 
recording the appreciation of the Associa- 


tion of his efforts to get just consideration 
for the Free State cattle export trade, and 
taking this opportunity to inform him that 
there. were at present detained in the 
various lairages of the ports of debarka- 
tion 4,000 cattle, 4,C00 lambs and 800 pigs, 
which had been landed since Wednesday, 
17th June, and were now in a very dis- 
tressed condition, cwing to being kept on 
concrete floors and fed only on hay and 
water. 

The deputation subsequently waited on 
Mr. Hogan, Minister for Agriculture, at 
Leinster House, and discussed at length 
with him the claim for issistance. ‘The 
Minister was unable to accede to their 
request. 


BORDER PRECAUTIONS, 


As a precautionary measure in connec: 
tion with the outbreak of foot-and-mouth 
disease in Northern Ireland, a force of 
forty-five Civic Guards arrived in Dundalk 
yesterday for special duty on the Louth- 
Armagh border to prevent the movement 
of animals into the Free State. The new 
Order prohibits the movement of all 
animals, except horses, into the Free 
State, and notices to this efiect have been 
posted up in the district. 

It is reported from Omeath that a Louth 
farmer took a sow and seven young pigs 
into Northern Ireland with a view to 
selling them. A sale was not effected, and 
after the animals re-crossed into the Free 
State they were put back again owing to 
the operation of the Order. 

The outbreak of foot-and-mouth disease 
in County Down has been definitel 
checked, and, although the search is being 
continued, no fresh cases have been re- 
ported. 


COMMONS’ STATEMENT. 


Mr. Charleton, Lord of the Treasury, 
in the House of Commons yesterday stated 
that he was satisfied that the animals 
responsible for the introduction of foot- 
and-mouth disease into England on June 
lith showed no evidence of the disease 
either when examined at the port of ship 
ment or at the landing-place in England. 

Forty-one outbreaks of foot-and-mouth 
disease had been confirmed since June Ist, 
involving the slaughter of 1,500 cattle, 
2,636 sheep, 173 pigs and one goat. The 
value of the animals was approximately

Mr. MULLINS (Ind., Cork W.) proceeded 
to raise the question of the action of the 
Minister for Defence in cancelling the special 
trains arranged over the Great Southern 
Railways in connection with last Sunday's 
observance of the Wolfe Tone commemora- 
tion celebration.

If had been denied by the Minister in 
his reply that there was any uneasiness in 
the minds of the public with regard to the 
action of the Minister on Sunday last. To 
show that such uneasiness did exist the 
deputy proceeded to quote from the reports 
of the occurrence’ published in the Trish 
Times, Trish Independent, and Cork 
Examiner on Monday morning last. 

NO WARNING. 

For three weeks prior to the issue of the 
order by the Minister for Defence, he said, 
full details of the celebrations proposed to be 
held were published, and details of the 
various assembly points for participating 
contingents were given in at least two weekly 
papers. No action was taken by the Govern- 
ment, although they realised quite as keenly 
as they did on the night before the cele- 
brations were to take place that a large 
concourse would assemble at Bodenstown. 
People were allowed to purchase tickets, all 
arrangements were allowed to continue, no 
arrests were made, and a feeling of confidence 
in the achievement of the event was allowed 
to permeate the minds of the people through- 
out the country. According to the Press, the 
cancellation of the special trains came as 4 
result of a conference between the Garda 
Siochana and the Government, but, strangely, 
no notice was received by the members or the 
secretary of the Wolfe Tone Commemoration 
Committee until 9 a.m. on the following 
morning, when the public received the first 
notification of the cancellation of the trains. 

The Government, by an order issued by 
the Minister for Defence, banned the 
running of the trains, and. at the same time, 
they left themselves open to ridicule by per- 
mitting a fleet of thirtv ‘buses, run by the 
Saine company whom they had ordered to 
cancel the trains, to transport the people of 
Dublin holding railway tickets to the celebra- 
tions at Bodenstown.

They had the murder of Super- 
intendent Curtin in Tipperary, and there 
again An Phoblacht said that murder was 
committed by that particular unlawful asso- 
ciation.

| consider, the best answer we can give at 
the moment to the Free Staters’ decree that 
we must only strive for freedom in a way 
which would dishonour the nation.” 

Was it, asked the Minister, dishonourable, 
or was it dishonouring the nation to accept 
the State as set up? Would it not be more 
dishonourable to have a spirit in the 
country permitting men to urge individuals 
to upset the State by force? The Govern-

On the Committee Stage of the Towa 
Tenants Bil!, 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F.. Dublin 8.) moved an 
amendment to the section fixing terms of nev 
tenancies by the Court. His amendment was 
to delete the sub-clause setting out that the 
said rent should be the difference between 
the gross rent and the allowance for improve- 
ments as defined under the bill. 

A further amendment was moved bv Mr. J.

Mr. BYRNE said that the section as it 
stood was a breaking of equities in law, and 
if under it the existing rents were to be in- 
flicted on businessmen then it would have 
beer as well tnat the bill had never been 
introduced. If the section were forced througa 
the House it would have dangerous repercus- 
sions upon the permanency of the Govern-

MINES AND MINERALS. 


Leave was given to introduce the Mines 
and Minerals Bill. It is designed to estab- 
lish a Board to perform functions in relation 
fo mines and minerals, to authorise the 
making of leases of mines and minerals he- 
longing to or vested in the Irish Free State, 
to make provision for facilitating the work- 
ing of other mines and minerals, and im- 
posing restrictions on the working of 
minerals required for the support of build- 
ings and works, to amend the law with 
respect to mines, and for other purposes in- 
cidental to those matters. 

The Committee stage of the Agricultural 
Produce (Potatoes) Bill was passed, the 
Report stage being fixed for to-morrow. 

A vote of £12,111 to complete the sum 
necessary for salaries and expenses of the 
office of the Comptroller and Auditor-General 
was passed. 


OLD AGE PENSIONS. 


On a vote of £1,837.500 for Old Age 
Pensions, Dr. WARD (F.F., Monaghan) said 
that he thought it a reasonable proposition 
that every possible facility should be given 
to claimants for the old age pension to estab- 
lish their claims. 

Mr. O’CONNELL (Labour, Mayo, 8.) said 
that there was a general feeling in the 
country that, Pension Officers appealed in 
every case simply as a matter of course and 
to throw the responsibility on to the 
shoulders of others in authority. He also 
complained that too much attention was paid 
to marriage certificates when deciding the 
age of applicants. Everybody knew that 
forty or fifty years ago people, especially 
women when marrying, thought little of 
understating their age by a couple of years, 
and it was hard that these people should now 
have these entries on their marriage certifi- 
cates used as convincing evidence against 
them. 

He thought that there should he a decided 
change in the method of computing the means 
of the applicants. The applicants ought to 


know the grounds on which their means wére 
estimated to be of a particular value. 
Mr. FAHY (F.F., Galway) said that it 


~ 
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was difficult to discover on what principles 
the means of poor e arrived at, 
or as to the age the a in the 
absence of birth certificates. 

Mr. GORRY (F.F., Leix-Offaly) hoped that 
the Minister would see to it that the method 
of computing the means of applicants would 

re-cast. 7 

Mr. HASLETT (Ind., Monaghan) said that 
pension officers had to be careful in examin- 
ing the means and the age of applicants. 


MR. BLYTHE REPLIES. 

Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, in 
replying, said that the statement that the 
whole case was biased so far as the applicant 
was concerned, was ‘ridiculous and without 
foundation. 
old age pensioners, and about 20,000 claims 
were investigated every year, and no system 
dealing with such a larga number of cases 
could be so perfect that no error could occur, 
or that there could be no instance of in- 
justice. : 

The fact that men and women were appli- 
cants for the old age pension did not mean 
that everything they said was true, or that 
the pensions officer was a hard-hearted 
rufhan, if, in the course of his inquiries, he 


age. 

They often had cases where people alleged 
that they could not, get birth certificates, and 
got the pension on the support of affidavits, 
and later on when they reached the full 
age they were “able to produce certificates. 

at showed that care had to be exercised 
in the’ accepting of affidavits and of other 
evidence as to birth. The pensions officer 
had to bear all these matters in mind. 

The fact was that the majority of Old 
Age Pensions Committees did not take their 
work seriously, and did not regard them- 
selves called upon to act in a judicial spirit, 
but were definitely out to give pensions for 
almost all comers. While quite willing to 
enter a plea that the pension should be 
granted, few members were willing to give 
the pensions officer assistance when it was 
a case of refusing a pension, 

As Deputy Haslett had said, there appeared 
to be a penalisation of thrift, but that was 
one of the effects of the present system. Or 
the other hand, however, if they were not to 
do that, then they must be prepared to go 
the whole hog, and give pensions to every- 
body at the age of seventy, irrespective of 
their means, and that would mean doubling 
the cost of old age pensions. 

They could not afford to do that. The 
social advantages gained would not justify 
such a very big increase in their expenditure. 

NO CHANGE SINCE BRITISH. 

He denied that there had been any change 
in the administration of the pension system 
as compared with that pursued under the 
British control, and said that there was no 
desire that anyone who had a just claim for 
a pension should be refused. There was 
nothing to be gained in any personal way by 
an officer refusing! to admit a claim. In fact, 
if an officer were found to be exceeding his 
duties in any way, it would be regarded as a 
form of misconduct. Deputies should remem- 
ber that officers were as humane as other 

le. 

The Act was fairly and sympathetically 
administered, and the pensions officers were 
not animated in their actions by a desire to 
catch votes or win electoral popularity. 

The vote was agreed to without division. 

The House adjourned until á p.m. to-day. 


WINTER DAIRYING. 


SOUTHERN FARMERS’ 
VIEWS.

Mr. Timothy O’Sullivan, Cloughduv, Presi- 
dent, presided to-night at the meeting of the 
Irish Dairy Shorthorn Breeders’ Society in the 
Victoria Hotel, Cork.

The Hon. Secretary (Mr. P. J. Halliden), 


‘in a statement on winter dairying and the 


butter tariffs, said that farmers must get more 
encouragement to induce them to embark 
on a work which would materially alter their 
present systems of farming. The tariff on 
imported butter did not go far enough. Dur- 
ing the months of October, November, and, 
occasionally, in December, they manufactured 
sufficient butter to meet their own require- 
ments, but there was a big shortage 'n 
January and February, d sometimes in 
March, and it was necessafy to import butter. 
It was absolutely essential that the State 
should go one step further and expend 
£15,000 annually in order to make winter 
dairying a feasible proposition. This money 
could be expended through the Cow-Testiag 
Associations. There were some 60,000 cows 
in the Free State, and if 25 per cent. of 
that number were calved between the Ist 
October and the Ist February every year the 
problem would be practically solved. He 
suggested that a subsidy of, say, £1 be given 
to every farmer for each cow which calved 
within the period. In addition, the scheme 
would have the desirable effect of encouraging 
more tillage and giving more employment. 


THE GREAT DISABILITY. | 

Mr. .Eugene Daly (Kanturk) said that the 
great disability that creameries was suffer- 
ing from was the lack of winter milk, when 
they had to be run at a loss. There should be 
good control of the butter put into cold 
storage, otherwise any scheme to forward 
winter, dairying would be nullified. 

Professor Lyons, University College, Cork, 
said that the only way in which the position 
might be solved was for the dairy farmer to 
get the benefit of the tariff when the tax was 
put on m the winter. When there was a 
scarcity of butter at home he thought that 
na one should be allowed to cold store butter 
except those livensed under the Produce Act, 
so that the Department would know the 
amount stored at any particular time. 

It was agreed to approach Mr, Hogan, 
Minister for Agriculture, on the matter, and 
also on the financial position of the cow- 
testing scheme, in view of the findings of the 
De-Rating Commission. i 

It was decided to appoint a deputation to 
submit Mr. Halliden’s scheme to the Minister 
for Agriculture. 

The Lady Desart Cup for the best Dairy 
Shortnorn in the Irish Free State was pre- 
sented by Miss Montgomery to Mr. John 
Dineen, Garrylaurence, Clonmulty, Midleton, 
for his heifer, Garrylaurence Countess, which 
had a milk record of 10,402 pounds of milk, 
with an average of 3.6 per cent. butter fat.

MENT DEFEATED. 


In Seanad Fireann yesterday an amend- 
ment to the Veterinary Surgeons Bill, 
stipulating that after January Ist, 
1953, nobody should be eligible unless 
he satisfied the Council that he had 
““a competent knowledge of Irish,” 
gave rise to considerable discussion. 
The Committee stage was passed. 


A brief debate took place on the second 
reading of the Local Government Bill, 
which was eventually agreed to. 


The Pharmacoperia Bill also was given a 
second reading. 


“ DUBLIN GOOSE AND 
MAYO GANDER.”

Mr. T. WESTROPP BENNETT (Chairman) 
presided. 

The second stage of the Pharmacopeia Bill 
was passed without discussion. 

Mr. MULCAHY, Minister for Local Govern- 
ment, moved the second reading of the Loca! 
Government Bill, 1951. He pointed out that 
the bill conferred on the Minister no new 
ah rg additional to those in the Act of 1925; 

ut it made the legal position of the Minister 
more explicit should he have to take action in 
the case of a deadiock. ‘Ihe measure also 
validated, as far as validation was necessary, 
Acts already passed. It contained provisions 
to validate the steps taken by the Joint 
Committee of the Grangegorman Asylum to 
pay the moneys which the High Court decided 
they were entitled to. 

Mr. CONNOLLY said that the Minister 
stated that the bill gave him no new powers 
over local authorities, and in the next breath 
he said that it gave him new powers if 
necessary. The situation was that certain 
things had been done, or attempted to be 
done, by the Local Government Department 
which were not legal. ‘Those, Acts were set 
aside by the courts, and it was now necessary 
to legaliseo them. He thought comment was 
unnecessary. 

Mr. COMYN said that this would not be 
the last of sirnilar measures for the purpose of 
depriving representative institutions of all 
power. He would warn the Minister that he 
was not strong enough to ‘overthrow the 
popularly-elected institutions of the country. 

Colonel MOORE said that the bill was 
necessary, because County Mayo would not

accept {rom the Minister an official that it did 
not want. 

Mr. O’NEILL congratulated the Minister 
on his fearlessness in showing no favour. 
What was good enough for the Dublin gander 
was good enough for the Mayo goose. 
(Laughter.) It had been suggested that 
revolution had given the Minister the out 
look of an autocrat.

KNOWLEDGE OF 
IRISH. 


POSITION OF VETERINARY 
SURGEONS. 


— 


On the committee stage of the Veterinary 
Surgeons Bill, 1930, 

Colonel MOORE proposed an amendment 
providing that on and after January Ist, 
1933, no person shall be registered who has 
not satisfied the Council that he possesses a 
competent knowledge of the Irish language. 

Colonel MOORE said that he considered 
that a conversational knowledge of Irish was 
as necessary for a veterinary surgeon as it 
was being made for a barrister-at-!aw. 

Mr. COMYN proposed as an amendment 
to Colonel Moore’s amendment that the time 
of operation of the section be January Ist, 


5. 

Mr. COMYN said that, when giving privi- 
leges to any body of men, the least they 
might ask of them was that they should 
know the language of this country, so as to 
give a status to that language and help to 
make it the language of the country people. 
A man could not do his business properly in 
the Gaelic-speaking parts of this country 
unless he had some knowledge of the Irish 
language, and of the names of diseases 
and of plants and of other matters 
in the Gaelic language, as they were 
only known in the West of Ireland. Thev 
were reasonable in their demands, said Mr 
Comyn, and did not require anything that 
was impossible. 

Mr. DOUGLAS opposed the amendment on 
the ground that making lawyers and veterin- 
ary surgeons learn Irish would give it a ver; 
low standard, indeed, It would mean that 
different bodies in this country would set uv 
what they considered a competent knowledge 
of the Irish language, and this would not 
help to make the language one of which they 
would be proud, nor help to develop it. 

Sir JOHN KEANE said that, if only for 
the sake of consistency, he would oppose the 
amendment. If lawyers had to know Irish 
might they not ask why should not veterinary 
surgeons know it” He sympathised with the 
Government in their difficulties in this matter, 
but he did not see how the amendment would 
solve them. 


THE BEST MEN WANTED. 
Mr. COUNIHAN said that what they 


wanted in the Free State was the best men 
as veterinary surgepns, and he was sure, if 
this amendment were passed, it would keep 
the best men from entering the profession. 
Close co-operation between the Free State 
Veterinary College and the Royal Veterinary 
College was absolutely necessary, and it was 
more important to have competent veterinary 
surgeons in this country than even competent 
lawyers. (Laughter.) ‘The Free State was 
totally dependent on the British 
Board of Agriculture so far aS 
their importation of stock into England 
was concerned, and if that Ruoed 
had not absolute confidence in Free State 
veterinary surgeons it would leave the country 
in a very sad plight. 

Mr. O’FARRELL felt that it would be 
absurd to vote for either of the amendments. 
and to lay down that the Council of the 
College that was to be set up would be the 
judges of what a competent knowledge of 
Irish was—that was the last word in 
absurdity. He could only regard these 
amendments as one of the periodical demon- 
Strations, and one that was making the pro- 
gress of the Irish language difficult. These 
were not serious or practical propositions. 

Irish, he said, had about the same value as 
French or German taught in the schools—one 
simply had a smattering, a book knowledge 
of it, and it was forgotten as soon as persons 
left school. That was the experience of all 
who had gone through the schools. The 
teaching of Irish, or the energy it involved 
was wasted on those who did not subsequently 
live in an Irish-speaking district.

All cars that are not parked within the 
premises will leave by the cateway at the 
east end (known as the entrance gateway’, 
and, if for the city, proceed by war 
Merrion road, Simmonscourt road and Ange 
sea road. 

All cars will leave at the conclusion of 
the garden party by the regular out gate, 
and cars going in the direction of Kingstown 
will then proceed ‘ria Anglesea road

far as possible, increased congestion in 
Merrion road.

SHOULD “COW DOCTORS” 
KNOW IRISH? 


Mr. McGILLIGAN said that there was a 

distinction Letween lawyers and veterinarv 
surgeons. The Jawyers had an educational 
scheme of their own, which formerly did not 
include Irish, but veterinary students who 
would go through the National University 
where the Veterinary College would come 
under it, would have to matriculate, which 
course included the Irish language. He be- 
lreved that almost 100 per cent. of those who 
would become registered practitioners in 
Ireland would pass through the National 
University There might possibly be an 
occasional case of a veterinary student who 
either because he disliked the Irish language 
or could not master it, would qualify in 
England and then come hack to Treland and 
practice; hut there would be very few such 
cases. What about all the unregistered 
practitioners, cow doctors and others? Would 
Senators Moore and Comvn insist on Trish 
for them? (Laughter.) He would welcome 
it if they did. 

On a division, Mr. Comyn’s amendment 
was rejected by 25 votes to 6. Those in the 
minority were Messrs. Comyn, Connolly, 
Moore, Kennedy, O'Doherty and Robinson. 

Ce Moore then withdrew his amend- 
ment. 


BEWARE OF IMITATJONS. 


Mr. JOHNSON moved the deletion of the 
whole of Section 46 and the substitution 
therefor of a new section, making it an 
offence for any person falsely to represent 
himself as a veterinary surgeon, or be the 
use of any colourful imitation of the term to 
convey the impression that he was a qualified 
veterinary surgeon. 

After a long discussion, Mr. Johnson's 
motion was carried without a division.

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From Our GoLF CORRESPONDENT. 
LOSSES PUINT, Wednesday Night. 
OK tae second year in success.on Sean 
F Burke, of Lahinch, aud Fiank McCon- 
nell, .f Royal Portrush, will to-morrow 
contest the thirty-six holes final for the Irish 
close amateur championsh.p here. It wall also 
be McConnell’s second successive appearance 
in the final match. This evening Purke, after 
a desperate finish with William Gill ir the 
morning, which ended at the nineteenth green, 
beat Cecil Ewing, the big-hitting local golfer, 
who is a member of the Portmarnock Club, 
by 9 and 8. McConnell also had a close match 
in the morning with Cecil Lee, of Howth, 
winning it on the home green, and in the 
evening he beat J. L. Crable by 3 and 2 
It was glorious weather, and the only summer 
day we have had since the meeting opened 
So intense was the heat in the afternoon that 
many in the gallery discarded their coats and 
carried them under their arms. 

Seldom have the conditions for golfing at 
the Point Leen so favourable. Everything ir 
the day’s golf was dwarfed by the thrilling 
uphtil finish which the holder fought with 
Gill. It bas to be admitted that the Portmar 
rock meg’ had very bad luck at a couple 
of holes, being stymied at the fourth and 
plugged at the eighth; but, on the other 
hand, he was fortunate in that Burke was 
cutting practically all his iron shots and not a 
few of his putts. 

BURKE’S SPECTACULAR SHOT. 

One down at the turn, Gill was all square 
at the twelfth, and then the excitement set 
in. He won the fourteenth for a lead of two, 
but his second to the fifteenth found the 
bunker on the left of the green. The explo- 
sive shot was the one to play in the circum- 
stances; but Gill samples bunkers so seldom 
that he is not an expert in the playing of 
these shots, and he now failed to get out in 
his third. Although Burke was in the bent 
to the right of the green he won the hole. 
Gill, however, had a 2 at the sixteenth, but 
the seventeenth went to the holder, Gill bein 
in the rough off his drive and in the drain off 
his second, 

Then came from Burke. one of the most 
spectacular shots ever played on this links 
He topped his drive, and the ball came te 
rest in a bad spot, with the rocky eminence 
in front of him. Most golfers from such a 
position would have risked an iron, but Gill 
was well over the hill, and Burke had to win 
the hole or lose his titl. Out came the 
brassey, and the gallery were electrified by 
seeing the ball fiy far and sure for the green, 
with just a shade of hook, and drop a little 
to the right of it. Mi 

Gill was placed for a four «nd the half, 
but he missed an iron club shot and lost the 
hole to what in the circumstances was a per- 
fectly amazing four. 

Off they went to the nineteenth, where 
Burke again astonished the crowd by holing 
a putt for a 3, and thus Gill, who ought to 
have won the match, went out. 

Although he played ag well as ever in a 
championship, Cecil West lost to Cecil Ewing 
through his lapses on the greens, on several 
of which he required three putts. It was a 
capital match, with never more in it than 
one hole, except at the fifth where the local 
player was 2 up, but Ewing was “on” his 
putting when the really critical stage arrived, 
and holing a nine-footer on the eighteenth, 
after West had hit the back of the hole with 
his putt, the match went against the Dublin 
player. 

Crabbe always had the match with Briscoe 
in safe keeping, as he won five of the first 
six holes and turned 2 up, but McConnell had 
to go to the eighteenth for his two holes’ 
victory over Cecil Lee. 


THE SEMI-FINALS. 

The semi-finals were disappointing in the 
sense that one of them was not a match at 
all. Playing the first hole against Burke, 
Ewing was just home in 2, but he could not 
get as in less than 6, and that, seemed 
to so unnerve him that he never recovered. 
He lost the first seven holes in a row, and 
Burke, out in 26 for a lead of eight holes, 
had the match virtually won at yen A gee. 
the end coming at the next hole, which the 
champion had in 4. i 

Crabbe and McConnell had a most interest- 
ing match for the first nine holes. The 
Royal Portrush player reached the turn in 
37, but was then only 1 up. At the tenth 
Crabbe found trouble and did not finish out 
the hole, and a lucky, though well played, 
approach to the eleventh, after partially 
missing his second, left McConnell at the 
hole side for a 4 to win it. Crabbe then 
took three putts at the twelfth and was 4 
down, but at that hole McConnell was for- 
tunate in having a lie for the wood from a 
pulled drive into the rough. By then interest 
had gone out of the match, but Crabbe 
fought on and by dint of hard work brought 
it to the sixteenth, where he had to give in 
after making a right good match of it. 

It is interesting to note that the fow 
players in the semi-final round represented 
all the provinces—McConnell Ulster, Burke 
Munster, Crabbe Leinster, and Ewing Con- 


naught.

A CHANGED OUTLOOK. 


From Our FINANCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 

59 FLEET STREET, LONDON, 
Wednesday. 

Even if the proposals of* America regarding 
war debts and reparations are not carried 
out, the'substantial recovery in Stock Ex- 
change values is to be welcomed, because it 
will almost certainly contribute to a restora- 
tion of confidence. Now that the American 
President has brought home the fact—which 
was recognised by most of the economists 
already—that the question involved is a 
serious obstacle to world recovery, it is diffi- 
cult to believe that the matter will be 
allowed to revert to its previous unsatis- 
factory state. France may prove obdurate, 
as she has done in the past in regard to 
similar questions, but there will always be a 
hope that ultimately an agreement will be 
reached. It is reasonable to believe, there- 
fore, that the turning point in the recovery 
from world economic depression has been 
reached by the gesture of Mr. Hoover, and 
because of this there should be better stock 
markets in the future generally. 


Gilt-Edged Stocks, 


The market for British Government 
securities and similar investments is likely 
to be influenced in the future by two main 
considerations. For some time to come there 
is the prospect that they will benefit from 
very easy monetary conditions, A two per 
cent. Bank rate is a possibility, because of 
the great strength of the central institution 
in the matter of gold reserves, thanks largely 
to the receipt of £9.500.000 from Germany. 
There is the likelihood also that the Govern- 
ment will be able to float a debt conversion 
scheme on such favourable terms as to lead 
to a general further reduction in the vields 
upon gilt-edged securities—in other words. a 
further appreciation in market values. - 


Declining Yields. 


A condition may be reached when investors 
and financiers will look back with regret to 
the time when it was possible, as it is now. 
to obtain 43 per cent. from Corporation and 
County Stocks, 44 per cent. from long-dated 
British Government securities, and fully 43 
per cent. from 5 per cent. Loan. The recent 
course of the market is indicated by the 
quotation of Middlesex County 44 per cent. 
Stock. This was issued at 101, terms sug- 
gesting that the utmost advantage was taken 
of the recent fall in interest rates. The 
public applied for only about half the 
amount, and initial dealings in the scrip were 
at a discount, but a subsequent investment 
demand carried the quotation to 4 premium 
on the issue price, which meant that people 
were content to buy the stock on a vield 


basis of 47% per cent. 


Debt Conversion. 


Very cheap money, such as now appears 
to be in prospect, however, will not last in- 
definitely, and because of this the Government 
is being urged not to delay a debt conversion 
scheme much longer. It is true that the 5 per 
cent. War Loan has another sixteen years to 
run, but, as conversion can only be effected 
in piecemeal fashion, another year should not 
be allowed to pass —especially one character- 
ised by unusually easy credit conditions— 
without replacing as much of the Joan as 
possible by a long-dated stock bearing a lower 
rate of interest. It should not be difficult to 
deal with, say, £500.000.000 of stock this vear. 
so that in the years to come a much smaller 
amount on the average will have to he con- 
sidered. Obviously, the more that is con- 
verted soon the better it will be for the 
Government now and in the future. 


Ettect of a Trade Revival. 


If all that is hoped from 
Bcheme comes to pass, world trade will im- 
prove, and that would be the signal for a 
reaction in Gilt-edged securities. This should 
not be ignored by those who are buying long- 
dated British Government stocks on a 41 per 
cent. yield basis. A_ substantially bigger 
volume of trade will require more credit. and 
for this purpose money will be withdrawn 
from Stock Exchange securities. More active 
trade will restore confidence and encourage 
the purchase of various stocks that have been 
almost neglected for so long—Home Rails. 
Industrial Ordinary shares, Base Metal 
Mining issues and Rubbers; for it must not 
be forgotten that, to some extent at least, the 
great appreciation in British Government and 
a agar issues during the. Jast. six or 
twelve months was due to the distrust of 
more speculative securities. This distrust 
will ye gral and those who hitherto have 
placed all their available capital in “ safety 
first ’’ stocks may be induced to sell in order 
to take advantage of the much greater scope 
for capital appreciation that is offered in other 
directions. 


Cumulative Preferences. 


What may be termed a reasonably safe 
speculation in Stock Exchange securities is a 
purchase of Industrial Preference shares that 
are greatly depreciated, not necessarily 
because the dividend is not being paid, but 
because a reduction in profits has placed 
in jeopardy. Where the interest is cumula- 
tive—and, broadly speaking, an investor 
should not buy any other kind of Preference 
shares—there is the prospect. of full payment 
ultimately, even if the distribution is passed 
for a period, because any arrears must be met 
before the Ordinary shares can get anything. 


Attractive Speculative Investment. 


If things are going to be better in the 
future it is obvious that Industrial Preference 
shares now obtainable at a heavy discount 
are attractive speculative investments. As it 
may not be generally known what yields are 
obtainable from such securities, “assuming 
the full payment is made, it may be useful to 
indicate some of the shares in the category 
mentioned. The appended list shows current 
prices, the interest rate and the approximate
